forth of their houſes, after day light 15down, for feare of their lives. And whereas the ſaid 


Councell hath expreſſed a tender ſenſe of ſuch miuſdemeanoupsand 19juries to the perſons afore- 


- fad, withareſolution for thar proteRion, and have thereupon eſpecially recommended it tothe 


careofthe V 1cechancellour and Heads of Houſes, as to make achrough and particular enquiry 
after all the Contrivers, Actors and Abettors of the ſaid miſcarriages, ſo totake care to prevenc 
the like violences for the Fucure. Theſe are therefore to warne and ſtrictly requireall Scho- 
lars, andothers under thejuriſdiction of the Vniverſity , that they forbeare all ſuch niſdemea- 
noursand malicious aatonsagaiaſt the perſons aforeſad, asthey will anſwer the contrary at their 
exceeding great perils, by undergoing the moſt ſevere puniſhment that ( _ totheir demerits) 


- can be1nflicted by us, beſides the ſecuring of their perſons, and the returning of their names to the 


Councell of State, that thereupon they may belyable, fucther, to undergoe the diſpleaſure of the 
fd Councell. eAnd all Scholars and perſons under the Juriſdiftion aforeſaid, are berehy (triftl re- 


quired to forbeare the wearing or carrying about them of any manner of eArmes or Weapons, offenſive 
or defenſrve, according to the Statutes of the Vniverfuty in that behalfe.
